night by a score of 27-20. The contest, 
staged in the Hart House gymnasium, 
was replete with thrfEls from start to 
finish, and the blue and white supporters 
were given the first opportunity since 
1915 to sec their intcrcollegate rcprcscn- 
tatves lose to a visiting 'aggregation. 
There was not an exceptionally large gal- 
lery present, but there were a few 
husky supporters of the red and white on 
hand, who yellrcj themselves hoarse 
when they saw the McGill men firmly 
grasp the chance of another champiou- 
shp, after suffering two early season de- 
feats. 

Art Man s on Good. 

Although Mendelsohn was the high 
scorer for the red and white, chalking 
up ten points, Art Manson, MrGill's 
powerful centre, was the veritable pivot 
of the team. He was in every play, 
blocking passes, breaking up combina- 
tion plays, and seemingly in every part 
of the floor at once As for picking 
out any other stars for the visitors, this 
would be impossible They all turned in 
great games, and realizing tlvnrt a (Meat 
would be disastrous, they were deter- 
mined to win, and win they did. Ania- 
ron and Grain played a sterling defence 
and blocked the opposing forwards, who 
tried to break away for a basket. Little 
started on the forward line and worked 
well. He was replaced by Turpel, who 
was McG ill's high scorer during the 
second half, dropping the ball into the 
chains three times. 

Varsity Had Heavy Defence. 
The blue and white squad presented a 
strong opposition, with a heavy defence 
and a fast working forward line McLean 
scintillated for the borne team, taJlyiug 
twcflvc out of the total of twenty points. 

Burgess was good, and made the only 
two fouls lie had a chance to throw. 
Graham, the curly-headed heavy defence, 
broke up many of McGiff's plays, and 
Bell was dangerous at all times. 

During the first half the two teams 
divided the honors equally but the red 
and white five broke into the load dur- 
ing the second half, and were seven 
points to the good when the final whistle 
blew. The game was seldom delayed 
through personal or technical fouls. 'Var- 
sity was awarded two free throws, mak- 
ing both, while McGiD was awarded 
eight but only managed to ring in one.

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THE PERFECT PROFESSOR. 

^.Absolute perfection of professorship is an ideal thai is perhaps 
impossible of complete attainment, but it is in the sincerity with 
■which so' many march breast forward towards this goal that success 
is won. 

The perfect professor has three articles of faith: he believes in 
his subject: he believes in his students : he believes in himself. 

First, in his subject, that it is the best of all possible subjects for 
study; 7 research, and application. This faith can come from no half- 
knowledge, but from real first band acquaintance with authority or 
experiment. And it must spring from a sincere love that is not di- 
verted by thought of vocational advantage or propaganda, but is a 
pure love of the subject for its own sake, for the delight of its discov- 
eries, the neatness of its inventions, the harmony and perfection of 
its laws? the •intricacy and efficiency of its processes.. 

• 'And the perfect professor has faith in his students. He loves 
youth for its own sake. as t he loves his subject, keeps himself young 
among his students, and sees through their eyes the importance of 
matters that engross them. He is not contemptuous of their little 
learning, not embittered by their failures. He can arouse their in 
terest, and kindle their enthusiasm for the subject he is teaching. 
This is the final touchstone of professorial perfection — the ability 
to instil the student with an enthusiasm for the subject of 'his study 
i— and it demands not only faith in the subject, and faith in the stu- 
dent, but makes imperative the teacher's faith in himself. 

.Such a standard of perfection is a high one, and one which 
might be thought rarely attainable among such a hard-tried body of 
men as college professors. Hut as a general rule, this is not the 
case ; and few and unfortunate are the students who cannot look back 
to at least several of his teachers whose faith in his subject and his 
students has awakened in him an answering flame of enthusiasm.

TRADITION. 

A imiveiY.ity becomes renowned for its traditions as for its fame 
sin scholarship or in the field of athletics. And it is justly so, for a 
tradition to become embodied in, and, in certain cases, inseparable 
from, the student life of the institution, it must have cause.- it must 
have purpose anil it must have application. In the first place, a 
usage or form that merits sustentation must have its source in a set 
of circumstances which contribute towards its adoption: it demands 
a bî|jM«Çrcmrid-nf^nllticnces. There must be a need, and in this need 
lies its cause. 

Secondlv, tradition, in its foundation and in its development, has 
purpose. Those responsible for its inception and those responsible 
fpr its continuance, must be convinced that their effort is serving an 
end.- The staunchest advocates of tradition as a benefit in under- 
graduate life, or in national affairs are necessarily firm in their be- 
lief that .UtKir propaganda lias a definite object, the nature of which 
may bevarious, but which is worthy of achievement because of 
some good, some progress which will be coincident with the attain- 
ment. It is here that is found the relevancy of purpose to tradition. 

Finally, tradition must have application in the life which its 
existence exemplifies ; for disuse is the enemy of all custom. W'here 
there is no niche in student activity, lor the tradition which is essen- 
tial to. the welfare of the latter, tradition will soon become a voice of 
the past, a memory draped with fond imaginings of what used to be, 
no longer an asset in its strength, but rather a detriment in its de- 
cay; -Tradition must be kept before those whose pride it professes 
to be. Without this application in the life it typifies, it must lan- 
guish and with its/ decadence will be, it may safely be affirmed, that 
of the life of which it is a part. In short, it may be said that tradi- 
tion reminds us of what is most noble in our past, it retains ever be- 
fore us, our ideal of the future, while its constant application reminds 
us of the. place of past and future in the present state of things.

Why Should we Contribute to Euro 
pean Student Relief? 

1. .Because the economic recovery of 
the affected countries is a matter of in- 
ternational importance, and for the sake 
of the worW for the sake of civilization 
— "ut omnes unum sint"— student relief 
in these countries should he liberal and 
effective. 

2. Because, in most of the relief areas, 
the supply of students is not equal' to the 
countries' minimum demand for profes- 
sional men and because trained men and 
women are needed for 4hc work of con- 
struction and reconstruction of these 
states. (Poland, Czeclio-Slovakia, Estho- 
nia, Latvia, Lithuania and.

In an interview with the Daily on Sat- 
urday, Dick Bowler famous ski somer- 
sault expert from Dartmouth College, 
gave a description of the sensations ex- 
perienced while doing this thrilling stunt. 
Though at first extremely reticent, he 
gradually succumbed to the urging of the 
Daily news hound, and finally consented 
to give a" few tips on how to do it for 
the benefit of the students who are tired 
of their, studies. 

While the somersault jump was first 
tried in this country in 1908 by a Nor- 
wcigian. Adolf Olsen. on the old Mont- 
real Ski Club jump. Bowkr and his fel- 
low- student, John Carleton, were the 
first native Americans to perform the 
novel feat. These two wcr'e the pioneers, 
but they were soon followed by others, 
and now several of the Dartinount ski- 
iers are in the habit of now and again 
taking a whirl over the jump. At most 
of the intercollegiate meets Bowler per- 
forms a tandem somersault with his 
team-mate, Bishop, although, due to the 
narrow landing space of the Montreal 
jump, tlïey satisfied themselves with 
single somersault on Saturday. So far 
none of the McGill ski jumpers have 
essayed the stunt, at least on the big 
jump, although one well-known skiier 
admits life can somersault beautiful! 
vithout trying. 

Bowler and Oarleton first tried the 
■Hint at the Dartmouth Carnival five 
years ago Neither had ever seen the 
rick done before, although they had 
done it a few times on the diving-bord,

When the last jump had been made 
by the jumpers, it was announced that 
two Dartmouth men would perform 
their celebrated somersaults off the 
newly constructed jump.
